FIN-FUR 
AND FEATHER 


Question: I would like to try 
some of the fall tributary fishing 
for Lake Ontario salmonid but I’m 
not sure where to start. Could you 
give me some beginner’s tips? 

Answer: Tributary fishing for 
Lake Ontario salmonids usually 
begins in early September as 
chinook and coho salmon begin to 
enter the streams. By the end of 
September and into October, most 
tributaries have fish in them up to 
any impassable barriers. Some- 
times, this means 20 to 30 pound 
fish can be caught out of tiny 
feeder streams hardly large 
enough to hold them. Spawning 
run salmon are susceptible to a 
wide variety of baits, lures, and 
flies. The most successful are egg 
sacks fished with size four and six 
hooks. Marshmallows are also 
very effective baits. Casting large 
spoons and diving plugs such as 
Hot-shots and Tad Polly’s are 
good techniques for the lower 
stretches of the streams while 
small spinners work best in the 
upper sections. Fly fishermen suc- 
cessfully use fluorescent yarn fly 
and glo bug patterns in pink, 
chartreuse and orange. Also, 
streamers in cream, fluorescent 
pink, orange and chartreuse. 

Steelhead and rainbows usually 
enter the tributaries by late Oc- 
tober and they remain there until 
April and May. November, March 
and April are usually the best 
months with many streams freez- 
ing over during the winter. Drift 
fishing from both shore and boats 
are best for these fish. Use eight 
to 12 foot supple spinning rods 
with six to 12 pound test line. 
Many anglers also incorporate a 
leader of smaller strength test 
line. Fish with small baits such as 
egg sacks, flies and marshmallows 
and use attractors such as Spin-n- 
Glo, Birdy Drifters and Oakie 
Drifters. Spinners and diving 
plugs are also effective, especially 
when they play upon the 
steelheads territorial nature and 
anger them into striking. 

Public fishing rights have been 
purchased along may of the 
popular tributaries. Excellent op- 
portunities in Region Eight in- 
clude the Genesee River; Slater 
Creek; Salmon Creek; Sandy 
Creek; Bear Creek; Maxwell
